| Depressed Roadway Carries 
$3,000,000 Thorough- 
fare Through Section of 
Narrow Streets. 


The eastern section of the Ex- 
| press Highway, from Kingshighway 
boulevard to Vandeventer avenue, 
was opened to traffic this morn- 
ing. 

With the opening of this one 
mile stretch the highway, which 
cost about $3,000,000, is virtually 
completed. All that now remains to 
be done is the building of a viaduct 
over Vandeventer avenue at the 
east end of the highway, to connect 
with Chouteau avenue. This work, 
already begun, is expected ‘io be 
finished by the end of the year. 

The section opened today elimin- 
‘ates two important crossings at 
Kingshighway boulevard and Sarah 
street and provides an  uninter- 
rupted five-lane roadway through a 
section of the city which until now 
had narrow and crowded streets. 


Spur at Vandeventer. 


Many eastbound motorists failed 
to take the new section of road 
this morning, apparently not cer- 
tain whether it was open all the 
way. Those who drove on the new 
stretch entered Vandeventer ave- 
nue at the east end of the highway 
by means of a spur. A new auto- 
matic signal regulates traffic at 
the intersection of the spur and 
Vandeventer avenue. 

The section opened today is a 
depressed roadway, going under 


the subsequent north-and-sou 
cross streets. Much of it is bound 
ed by a high concrete wall, with 
large black and white markings to 
warn motorists at night. 

Sodium vapor lights, such as are 
used on the previously opened sec- 
tion of the highway in Forest Park, 
will be installed on the new stretch 
‘in the fall. Temporary street lamps 
/are in use at present. 


| Three Years of Work. 


It took three years to build the 
Express Highway, which is slight- 
ly more than three miles long. Con- 
ceived by W. W. Horner, consulting 
jengineer, it was constructed by the 
‘State Highway Department, largely 
with Federal funds. The city donat- 
ed the right of way in Forest Park 
‘and paid about $800,000 for con- 
| demnation of the right of way 
along Gratiot avenue from Kings- 
highway to the ultimate eastern 
terminus on the Chouteau avenue 
viaduct. 

The official speed limit on the 
highway still is 30 miles an hour, 
as on all other city streets. The 
Board of Aldermen recently passed 
a bill raising the limit to 45 miles 
an hour, but the bill was later re- 
turned to an aldermanic committee 
for reconsideration,

Samuel S. Leibowitz, defense 
counsel, announced he would appeal 
he Clarence Norris verdict to the 
United States Supreme Court, 
which twice has reversed death 
sentences in the cases. He also 
said he would appeal the sentence 
of 75 years given Heywood Patter- 
son in January, 1936, in the assault 
case. 

Patterson and Norris were con- 
victed of attatking Mrs. Victoria 
Price.

FRANCO SAYS SAYS HE MAY 
RESTORE MONARGHY 


Prince Juan, Instead of Al- 
fonso, Put in Line for 
Spanish Throne.

SALAMANCA, Spain, July 19. — 
Insurgent Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco gave assurances today to 
his royalist followers that the Span- 
ish monarchy eventually might be 
restored. 

In an interview in the royalist 


newspaper ABC of Seville, Franco 
made fewer conditions about a 
restoration than in his proclama- 
tion last spring uniting all the in- 
surgent parties. 

He showed increasing favor 
toward 24-year-old Prin.: Juan de 
Bourbon, third son of former King 
Alfonso, as successor to the throne 
which the father was forced to 
leave in 1931. 


Franco’s Statement. 


Franco indicated there was no 
hope, however, for a return of Al- 
fonso himself when he said: 

“If the moment ror a restoration 
arrives the new monarchy ought to 
be very different from the one that 
fell, different in theory, in practice 
and—even though it is painful, we 
must face the facts—even as to the 
person of the monarch himself. 

“He {the new monarch) would be 
a new link between the new order 
and the traditional glories of Spain. 

“T have the highest opinion of 
the talents, discretion and under- 
standing of Don Juan, who sought 
in the first days (of the civil war) 
to go to the front. I had to beg 
him to leave Spain. 

“He asked for a post in command 
of a warship as his rank and train- 
ing warranted, but I could not 
grant his request. My responsibil- 
ity was very great and I had a 
duty not to put in danger a life 
that some day may be very pre 
cious. 

“I must bear in mind further- 
more that there are two divisions 
of Spaniards in this war. and if, 
sometime a king becomes the 
head of state he must come in the 
role of ‘peacemaker and not be 
listed in the ranks of the con- 
querors.”

Insurgent and Government planes 
and artillery sent bombs and: shells 
into opposing lines near Brunete, 
newly-won Government position 12 
miles from Madrid. 

In the air an estimated 160 planes 
fought for supremacy, with Gov- 


communication routes. A fight be- 
tween big guns— in size 
from three to 10 inches—was heard 
in the capital. 

Other Fighting Close to City. 

Meanwhile Government forces 
kept attacking insurgent positions 
closer to Madrid. 

Government guns shelled a mili- 
tary camp near Upper Caraban- 
chel, outside the gouthern limits 
of the city. Government aircrafg 
followed up with a heavy bombard- 
ment of the camp, where insurgents 
have concentrated a reserve con- 
tingent in former airforce bare 
racks. 

The Cuatro Vientos Airfield south 
of Madrid also came under heavy 
Government fire. 

The fighting caused heavy losses 
to both sides, but Government of- 
ficers declared insurgents suffered 
the heavier casualties through ex- 
posing their forces in the counter- 
attack, 

Recapture of Brunete was re 
garded as vital for insurgent forces 
because Government artillery is 
shelling insurgent positions near 
Madrid from toth the@front and 
rear, . 

Insurgent planes agains bombed 
Government airfields near Madrid 
but were driven off by anti-air- 
craft fire. 

Government Comment. 

A Government official said the 
fighting unquestionably was the 
heaviest of the war. 

“The amount of air and artillery 
activity is absolutely without prece- 
dent,” he said. 

“Hour after hour both sides are 
pounding each other. Slowly it is 
becoming clear that the Govern- 
ment is gaining mastery in the air, 
“The Fiats (ltalian planes) used 
by the rebels have shown them- 
selves vulnerable while the Gove 
ernment’s new Moscas are flying 
rings around them. 

“Villages all around the Brunete 
salient, both those held by the 
Government and by the rebels, were 
absolutely flattened by the air 
bombardment.” 

The observer said that by pene- 
trating the insurgent ring around 
Madrid the Government troops had 
been able to strike at important 
communication lines. 

“The insurgent counter-attack 
has developed more intensely daily 
during the last four days,” he said. 
“It is clear they realize they must 
pinch off the Brunete salient or 
find themselves in peril on the 
northern edge of their position out- 
side Madrid.”

T0 ERASE FRENCH 
TREASURY DEFICIT 


Premier Chautemps Seeks 
Increased Production to 
Circulate Money, Bring 
in More Taxes. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, July 19. — Premier Ca- 
mille Chautemps is developing a 


three-year plan he hopes will pull 
France out of her economic diffi- 
culties. 

Chautemps, who formed France’s 
second People’s Front Government 
June 22, succeeding Socialist Leon 
Blum, has said he will appeal to 
France to increase production while 
he and Finance Minister Georges 
Bonnet attempt to wipe out the 
Treasury deficit in three years. 

The 1937 deficit of 36,107,000,000 
francs (about $1,588,708,000) can be 
met in 1940, he believes, if more 
goods are produced to circulate 
more money and bring in more 
taxes. The problem is to increase 
production and at the same time 
reduce working hours.

Seven of 10 Shot in Back. 

Dr. Jacques asserted flatly that 
at Jeast seven of the 10 victims of 
the South Chicago police fusillade 
were shot in the back. This charge 
came in answer to. Whalen’s ques- 
tions about his testimony before 
the La Follette committee. 
| “I made no blanket statement in 
Washington,” said Dr. Jacques, 
“but I pointed out the wounds of 
entry and exit or the place of 
lodgment of the bullets. I did this 
on charts prepared by the Amer- 
ican Medica] Association. 

“One man, Popovich, was shot 
in the back of the head,” said the 
doctor as he began carefully to 
enumerate the seven. Another, 
Handley, he said, was shot in the 
back of the thigh. 

“There were others who were 
shot through what the layman un- 
derstands as ‘the back.’ Otis Jones 
and Rothmund were shot in the 
spine; Reed in the back, and Tag- 
lieri in the right buttock. 

“There was some confusion in 
the case of Leo Francisco because 
I performed some surgery on his 
wound, but from the history of his 
case I also say that he was shot in 
the back.” 

“Unquestionably Shot From Rear.” 

“Did you say in Washington, 
asked Whalen, “that these men 
were shot from the rear?”

HOUSE PASSES LOWER OHIO 
BASIN FLOGD CONTROL BILL 


$24,877,000 Measure Sent te Senate, 

Provides for Stream Surveys 

in 20 States. 

By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The 
House passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate today a bill to authorize a $24,- 
877,000 flood control program for 
the lower Ohio River basin. The 
bill also would authorize prelimin- 
ary flood control examinations and 
surveys on more than 50 streams 
in 20 states. It went through with- 
out a dissenting vote. 

During debate on the measure, 
Representative Jenkins (Rep.). 
Ohié, praised it but said it ought 
to contain “ten times more money.” 
He added that many communities 
would be unable to meet require- 
ments of the bill, which requires 
them to supply necessary land and 
pay damage costs in connection 
with construction of the projects. 

He said a delegation planned to 
call on President Roosevelt soon 
to see if relief funds might not be 
used to buy rights of way for a 
proposed Bluestone dam and reser- 
yoir. The dam would lower flood 
crests on the Ohio by three feet at 
a cost of $13.000,000, Jenkins said.

Coroner W. G. Dillon at Salem 
expressed the opinion that roasting 
ears, possibly contaminated by bran 
treated with arsenic to kill grass- 
hoppers, was responsible for Moon- 
ey’s death and the illness of his 
neighbors. 

Dr. Joe F. Mayes, 4483 McPher- 
son avenue, who attended those in 
the hospital, said that symptoms of 
each of the three patients differed 
and none showed symptoms read- 
recognizable in arsenical poi- 
soning. He said their condition 
probably was due to some other 
comtaminated food, pointing out 
that dogs and cats would not be 
expected to eat corn. 


GOV. HORNER VETOES STATE 
EMPLOYES’ PENSION BILL 


Action Unprecedented in That It 
Followed Filing of Measure With 
Secretary of State. 

By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, July 19.— 
Gov. Horner vetoed today the 
Adamowski State employes’ pension 
bill, which was filed without signa- 
ture in the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice a week ago. 

The veto was necessary, State of- 
ficials said, to prevent a long delay 
in the distribution of July pay- 
checks to State employes, for whom 
the pension system would have 
been immediately effective. 

Discussing the bill, which he pre- 
viously said should be corrected at 
the next legislative session, Horner 
said:

JEFFERSON CITY, July 19.—A 
neat stone-faced building about the 
size of a small one-story cottage 
will be the death house for con- 
demned Misscuri criminals under 
the new lethal gas law passed by 
the last session of the Legislature. 

Warden J. M. Sanders expects to 
have the new building completed, 
and with the gas chamber installed 
by next Jan. 1. The chamber is of 
the type used at the Wyoming 
State prison. 

Up to Sept. 6, wnen the law goes 
into effect, death sentences will be 
under present law providing for 
hanging in the county of convic- 
tion. 

After Sept. 6 lethal gas execu- 
tions at the State prison here be- 
come the legal method. Expecta- 
tions are that the first execution 
under the new law will not take 
place until a year and half, possi- 
bly more, from its effective date. 
The process <f appeal through the 
State Supreme Court usually takes 
at least that long. 

Furnishings of Chamber. 

The new prison “death house” 
will contain the boiler shaped lethal 
gas chamber, mounted on a firm 
base approximately in the center 
of the building, a temporary cell 
or two, and two solid walls which 
will separate the prisoner and of- 
ficials carrying out the execution 
from the official witnesses and 
others. 

The gas chamber will be installed 
at the intersection of these walls, 
and a section of it containing bul- 
let-proof windows will project 
through the walls. 

Most of the witnesses will be on 
the outside of these two walls, able 


to see the execution through bul- 
let-proof glass windows, but shut 
off from actual contact with the 
prisoner or with officials carrying 
out the execution. They also will 
enter and leave the death-house by 
separate doors. 

The outer shell of the round gas 
chamber will be of steel plate, 
broken by several small windows 
and a gas-tight battleship-bulkhead 
door. 
Corners Eliminated. 

The chamber is made round, with 
a cone-shaped top, to keep the 
deadly gas from collecting in corn- 
ers, 

The blower-vent is opened in the 
top of the chamber after the exe- 
cution, and the gas sucked out. At 
the same time the chamber is flood- 
ed with ammonia fumes, to neutral- 
ize the poisonous gas. 

The law provides that the Warden 
must invite a physician, the Attor- 
ney General, and at least 12 repre- 
sentative citizens as witnesses of 
executions. 


The prisoner is allowed not more 
than two clergy, and up to five 
relatives or friends. 

The death house will be inside 
the prison walls, but set apart from 
the main body of the prison. Cells 
where condemned men are housed 
while waiting for thetr execution 
date also will be set apart. 

The gas-execution law was intro- 
duced in the Legislature as an elec- 
trocution measure by Senator Paul 
C, Jones of Kennett, who advocated 
to stop “Roman holiday” hangings 
in the county seats. It was amend- 
ed to make the method lethal gas 
by Senator Phil M. Donnelly, Leba- 
non, who urged the newer method 


as more humane.

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BRITISH COVET NOTHING

Hand of Friendship in State- 
ment on Mediterrarean.

LONDON, July 19.—British For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden held 
out a hand of friendship to Italy 
today in an important declaration 
of British foreign policy. 

“This country,” Eden declared in 
House of Commons foreign affairs 
debate, “has no intention 9f pursu- 


ing towards any country a policy 
either of aggression or revenge. 

“Thte word ‘vendetta’ has no En- 
glish equivalent. No apprehension 
or that score should be allowed. 

“We wish to live in peace and 
frierydship with our neighbors in the 
Med ‘terranean as elsewhere, for 
whil} we defend our own we covet 
nau; ht of theirs.” 

Applies to Red Sea, Too. 

Eden declared this policy extend- 
ed also to the Red Sea, another 
link in Britain’s “Empire life line.” 
Warning that Europe would “drift 
perilously nearer” to war unless 
sincere co-operation solved _ the 
Spanish neutrality deadlock, he de- 
clared that non-intervention § in 
Spain “stands or falls” on tomor- 
row’s meeting of the 27 European 
non-interventionist powers.

“some damage” was done by a 
quake in New York City in 1893.

U. 8. Alcohol Chief Is Speaker at 
National Conference of State 
Administrators. 
MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., July 
19.—W. S. Alexander, chief of the 
Federal Alcohol Administration, 
told the national conference of 
state liquor administrators today 
that prohibition’s return would be 
far distant if the liquoir in- 
dustry submitted to sane control. 

“Prohibition was a lesson’ the 
liquor industry will not soon for- 
get,” he said. “Except for a few 
instances, the industry now is rea- 
sonably clean. If it remains s0, 
prohibition’s return will be far dis- 
tant.”’ 

Alexander said far-sighted mem- 
bers of the industry agreed on the 
necessity for unified State and Fed- 
eral enforcement and for stringent 
regulation of the liquor business. 
He urged the states to follow the 
Federal Alcohol Administration in 
condemning deceptive labeling, un- 
desirable advertising, commercial 
bribery, conditional liquor sales and 
exclusive liquor outlets.

“Never in the history of the 
American commonwealth,” Stahl- 
man said, was there “such an op- 
portunity for constructive service 
on the part of its press.

“I have heard it said that the 
people of America are tired of hear- 
ing about ‘freedom of the press,’ 
that ‘freedom of the press’ has be- 
come shopworn and trite. Shop- 
worn? Maybe. Trite? Perhaps. 
But to me it is as fundamental as 
the decalogue and as eternal as 
the stars. 

“A free press does not mean my 
right, or yours, as a publisher, to 
publish whatever we please, to vio- 
late any laws, to invade personal 
privacy, or to ignore the ethics of a 
great profession. 

“It does mean our responsibility 
to comment fairly and intelligently 
in our editorial columns upon those 
things in order that we may help 
an informed people reach sound 
and enlightened decisions on mat- 
ters most affecting’ their present 
and their future. 

“A free press is nobody's right 
except a free people’s. Newspapers 
are but trustees of that right and 
we can only deserve to hold it by 
proper and unselfish observation of 
our responsibilities in a republic 
such as ours.” 

Prior to the opening of the first 
session, President Rand _ said, 
“There is no doubt the National 
Editorial Association will indorse 
the newspaper committee’s stand on 
freedom of the press and opposi- 
tion to the closed editorial shop.”

LONDON, July 19. — Foreign

The vessel's owners received a 
telegram from ‘the Captain saying 
he and the crew were safe, but the 
message did not state the ship's 
‘position or whether it was still in 
‘insurgent hands. 
| As the Seven Seas Spray, the ship 
was the first to run the insurgent 
blockade and reach Bilbao with 
\food supplies during the siege last 
April. 

Both of the British warships de- 
|parted in the direction of Spain so 
suddenly that five officers of the 
‘Royal Oak were left ashore. They 
jovertook the battleship in a speed- 
boat a mile and a half at sea. 

The Candleston Castle had been 
lying off Santanden, its owners 
stated, waiting for a chance to slip 
into the harbor to take out re- 
fugees® Santander is the last im- 
portant northern city still in Gov- 
ernment hands. A crew of 23 under 
Capt. Herbert was aboard. 

In April the ship was stopped by 
the insurgents but was permitted 
‘to proceed even though supplies 
were being carried to Bilbao. 

In a similar encounter off San- 
tander two weeks ago insurgent 
warships halted the French freight- 
er Tregastel, but released it a few

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DOUBT OF PASSAGE Ut 
REORGANIZATION BILL 


Late Senator Robinson, as 
Chairman of Committee, 
‘Vas in Charge of Measure 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 19. — The 
death of Majority Leader Robinson 
has raised new doubts about the 
future of the administration bill to 
reorganize the executive branch of 
government. Some legislators said 
its chances for passing at this ses- 
sion have diminished. 

Robinson, they said, was almost 
the only member of the Senate’s 
R-organization Committee to take 
an‘active part in pushing the bill. 
As chairman he directed a prelimi- 
nary study of the measure and 
drafted a revised version which he 
introduced in the Senate shortly 
before his death. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 


who lays more stress on curtailing 
Government expenses through re- 
organization than do backers of 
the administration proposal, ex- 
pressed opposition to quick action 
on the bill. He said he would de- 
mand ful] public hearings. Before 


Robinson’s death, Byrd said, the 
majority leader agreed to hold 
hearings before submitting the 


measure to the Senate. Byrd esti- 
mated several months would be nec- 
essary to explore the subject ade- 
quately. 


Under the Robinson bill the Pres- 
ident would be given broad power 
to transfer, group, consolidate or 
abolish agencies of government, al- 
though his acts would be subject 
to congressional review. The meas- 
ure calls for extension of the merit 
system and establishment of a ca- 
reer service. 


The general accounting office 
would be brought under the Budget 
Bureau, with a general auditing of- 
fice set up to make a post audit 
of public accounts. 


The bill would also create a new 
Cabinet post, the department of 
public welfare, and would author- 
ize appointment of six executive 
assistants to the President.

FOR ROOSEVELT IN

tion to adjourn Congress at an ear- 
ly date, such as Aug. 1 or Aug. 15. 

The Roosevelt forces will have 
two positive courses open: (1) To 
continue the debate, or (2) to ad- 
vance a second “compromise.” If 
the first plan is followed, the 
President will win or lose, but even 
if he achieves victory it will be at 
a tremendous sacrifice of party 
harmony and discipline. The Dem- 
ocratic party will continue _ split 
wide open and his pending New 
Deal proposals will encounter 
doubtful fates, If the second 
course is taken, it will be a signal 
that the opposition has won an- 
other battle, similar to its victory 
over the original White House bill. 

Adjournment Issue. 

The opposition said last week 
that it had four or five more votes 
to recommit than it had against 
the bill. The same claim is made 
for a general adjournment resolu- 
tion. The possibility of an adjourn- 
ment resolution recalls the Presi- 
dent’s diplomatic answer at a press 
conference several weeks ago. 

A reporter asked: “Mr. Presi- 
dent, will you accept an adjourn- 
ment resolution by Congress?” 

In reply, Mr. Roosevelt launched 
into a theoretical discussion of his 
constitutional powers over the ad- 
jcurnment of Congress, pointing out 
that he had authority to adjourn 
Congress only when the two Houses 
could not agree on an adjournment 
date. The reporter pointed out that 
while this was sound constitutional 
law, in actual politics, the Presi- 
cent as head of the party in .ower 
could tell his congressional lead. 3 
what he wanted and what he would 
accept as to adjournment. 

The President merely smiled -and 
declined to answer. At this particu- 
lar time, he will, of course, tell his 
leaders whether Congress shall or 
shall not stay in session, and if 
an adjournment resolution is passed 
over his objection, the result would 
be the same as an outright defeat 
of the court plan or as recommittal 
of the “compromise” to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

Robinson’s Successor. 

The close division among the 
Democrats on the leadership, the 
court plan, and the possible motions 
to recommit and for -djournment 
is implicit in the Roosevelt proposal 
that Gov. Bailey of Arkansas ap- 
point a successor to Senator Rob- 
inson at the earliest date.

GREEN CALLS COUNCIL

Mine Workers Meanwhile Will

Federation of Labor's Executive 
Council yesterday to meet Aug. 21 in 


Atlantic City, N. J., to prepare @ 
fall campaign against John L. 
Lewis. Expressing satisfaction 
with the Federation's membership 
campaign so far, Green said the 
council would canvass the entire 
C I O situation and decide how 
best the A. F. of L. could increase 
its gains and combat Lewis. 

Meantime, members of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers international 
board assembled for a meeting 
Tuesday to decide whether to oust 
Green from the union for alleged 
“treason.” Green has been a mem- 
ber of Lewis’ union since it was 
organized in 1890.. Last fall, how- 
ever, the international board ac- 
cused him of treason. 

Green reported that the federa- 
tion’s membership had increased 
rapidly since 10 C I O unions were 
suspended last September. On July 
1, he said, the total was 3,091,000, or 
652,000 above the total for Aug. 31 
last year. Suspension of the 10 
unions cost the A. F. of L. nearly 
1,000,000 members. The C I O 
claims a membership of more than 
3,000,000. 

Two of the principal questions to 
come before the A. F. of L. Execu- 


‘tive Council are whether to recom- 


mend a permanent increase in dues 
and whether to extend industrial 
organization within the federation. 

At its Cincinnati meeting last May 
the council asked all member 
unions to double their dues volun- 
tarily to help finance the anti-Lew- 
is campaign this summer. The reg- 
ular dues are 1 cent for each mem- 
ber each month. 


The C I O unions and the A. F.

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FLORMAN WINS 
CITY BIKE RACE

Bicycle enthusiasts watched in 
amazement as a slightly built, one- 
handed rider named Ray Florman 
made a show of the field of 32 en- 
trants to win the Amateur Bicycle 
League of America city champion- 
ship yesterday morning over the 
one and eight-teuths mile course 
in Forest Park just west of Jef- 
ferson Memorial. 

Florman, a leading rider for the 
last two years, has found himself 
this year and the convincing ex- 
hibition he gave as he won the five 
and 25-mile races with scorching 
sprints that left the field far be 
hind, stamps nim as a threat for 
the national championship and the 
favorite for the State event to be 
held Aug. 1 over the same course. 

Florman won the same title last 

year but not in the easy fashion 
he did yesterday. Leaning over the 
handlebars until he seemed stand- 
ing on his head, Florman led the 
field by two lengths in the five- 
mile event and then rode in the 
same brilliant manner to win four 
of the five sprints in the 25-mile 
race by equally easy margins. 
Riders Caught in Two Spills. 
The 25-mile race was a thriiler. 
Two spills removed a half-dozen 
riders from the race as the field, 
led by former Olympic rider, Ches- 
ter Nelson, made a desperate but 
futile effort to catch Florman. 
The first accident happened on 
the third lap, the first sprint of 
the race. About 10 riders were 
sprawled on the grotind 200 yards 
from the tape when they collided 
while sprinting for the lead. 
Dick Suever, former sprint cham- 
pion, was the most seriously in- 
jured, his body badly skinned and 
bruised and his face cut as he 
skidded along the concrete road. 
Velmo Chappius was also bruised. 
He and Ken Corror, Pat Boyle, and 
Ray Rowald were forced from the 
race. 

On the second sprint lap, No. 6, 
Lou Droz, who finished second to 
Fiorman in the five-mile event, took 
a bad tumble when his front wheel 
collapsed. He tried to re-enter the 
race on another bike, but his right 
arm was too badly scraped to en 
able him to continue. 

Chris Finkenkeller won the first 
sprint, with Chester Nelsen Sr. sec- 
ond and Florman third, but that 
was the last time Florman trailed. 
He won the last four sprints, with 
Nelsen second in three of them.

The Nelsen family won its share 
of honors. Mrs. Nelsen Sr. tied for 
the first women’s championship 
event with Melba Gruendmeyer, 
winning the one-mile event and 
placing second in the five-mile, 
while Miss Gruendmeyer placed 
second in the first race and won 
the second. In the race-off, Miss 
Gruendmeyer won by a scant half- 
length as Mrs. Nelsen lost ground 
in the stretch by veering to one side 
as she neared the finish. 

Chester Nelsen Jr. won the ju- 
nior title in a race-off with Gilbert 
Gramlich. Young Nelsen won the 
mile and two-mile events and took 
third in the five-mile. He failed 
to place in the 10-mile event when 
he had tire trouble and dropped 
out of the field. Gramlich placed 
second in all four races. Young 
Neilsen won by a length and a half 
in the one-mile race for the title.

FISH QUESTIONS MORGENTHAU 
ON MRS. ROOSEVELT’S TAXES 


Asks Him If Treasury Has Ruled 
She Does Not Have to Report 
Charity Broadcast Proceeds. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Con- 
gressman Fish (Rep.), New York, 
asked Secretary Morgenthau yes- 
terday if the Treasury had _ ruled 
that Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
does not have to report for income 
tax purposes the proceeds of her 
charity broadcasts. Fish also _ in- 
quired, in a letter, if such a ruling 
had been made public and if the 
Treasury “still approves of such a 
ruling.” 

Robert H. Jackson, Assistant At- 
torney-General, said recently that 
the Internal Revenue Bureau had 
held that Mrs. Roosevelt need not 
report money received from broad- 
casts, since it is turned over to a 
charitable institution.

LONDON, July 19.—The Palestine 
report is a deplorable ending to 
one of the most imaginative and 
promising experiments which the 
great war made possible. 


Ideals incorporated in ‘treaties of 
peace—the International Federa- 
tion to Ensure Peace—the reduc- 
tion of armaments to a point where 
they would not exceed the dimen- 
sions of an adequate police force— 
the elimination of war as a means 
of adjusting and determining dis- 
putes between nations, have all 
been gradually abandoned. 

And now the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine is to be muti- 
lated and left to shamble along, a 
disfigured and hopeless cripple. 

Millions of brave men, resolutely 
led, won the victory. A succession 
of weak governments have already 
muddled away most of its great- 
est achievements and extinguished 
its Brightest hopes. 

Report Is Confession of Failure. 

It was well said a few days ago 
by one of the ablest publicists of 
the day, who is by no means hos- 
tile to the existing British Gov- 
ernment, that the Palestine report 
is “a confession of failure, wound- 
ing to our national pride.” 

That is the British view of this 
document. 

It is a lamentable admission that 
Britain, owing to the feebleness, 
vacillation and pusillanimity of her 
administrators, failed to carry 
through the mission entrusted to 
her by the leading nations of the 
world. 

It must necessarily lower British 
prestige, coming as it does after 
the fiascos of Manchuria, Abys- 
sinia and Spanish non-intervention.

Arabs’ Wages Trebled. 
Trade has leaped up, revenue has 


|increased fourfold, the wages of the 
‘Arab laborer (who now wants to 


slaughter all his benefactors) have 
been at least trebled, and his health 
and that of his children has im- 
proved by the elimination of mala- 
ria and by the Jewish health serv- 
ices.

disputed area west of Peiping. 

This threat followed a renewal 
of fighting in the zone west of 
Peiping, where Japanese and Chi- 
nese troops have been in intermit- 
tent conflict since July 7. 

Japanese military reports said 
Chinese soldiers making a concrete 
pillbox near Lukouchiao, on the 
Yungting River, 10 miles west of 
Peiping, fired on a Japanese de- 
tachment, gravely wounding Capt. 
Misayoshi Yamazaki. 

The attitude of the Japanese com- 
mand was described in dispatches 
as the most determined it has yet 
assumed in the North China situa- 
tion, 

Troop Train Raided. 

Its notice was said to declare that 
unless all Chinese firing ceased the 
Japanese would begin action at 
noon Tuesday. 

Japanese army leaders were re- 
ported to regard the situation as

but declared the troops aboard the 
trains had first fired on the Jap- 
anese craft. The Chinese declared 
their troops had suffered many 
casuakies in the attack. 

Japan, scoffing reports that any 
real truce had been reached at the 
Tientsin conference Sunday, 
charged heavy concentrations of 
Chinese troops had violated an 
agreement which the Japanese 
Army says forbids the Nanking 
Government from sending troops 
into North China. 


Ready for State of Emergency. 

Particularly heavy concentrations 
of Chinese troops were said to have 
been made at Paotingfu, 85 miles 
south of Peiping while armies were 
moving in from the Northwest and 
South on the area where Japanese 
and Chinese have been fighting 
since July 7. 

In view of the steadily increasing 
tension in the rich North China re- 
gion, the Tokio metropolitan area 
was prepared for a state of emer- 
gency. 

First reports of Chinese mobili- 
zations drew a warning from Japan 
that she considered them a viola- 
tion of the Ho-umezu agreement 
which formed the basis for the 
charges of invasion made today. 

The terms .f the agreement 
signed in 1935 by Gen. Ho Ying- 
chin, Chinese Minister of War and 
then ranking North China official. 
and Gen. Yosnijiri Umezu, at the 
time commander of the Japanese 
North China garrison, have never 
been made public. The Nanking 
Government does not recognize the 
agreement, 

The Chinese Ambassador Hsu 
Shih-ying, en route to Tokio, was 
believed to be carrying important 
instructions from his Government.

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PARASITE FLY EFFECTIVE 
| IN FIGHTING GRASSHOPPERS 


Scarcothagid, Found in Colorado, 
Lays Eggs Under Wing of 
Larger Insect.

| COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
| July 19.—A fly known as sarcotha- 
gid is proving itself a stalwart ally 
jin Colorado's war on grasshoppers. 
_ Mortal insect enemy of the grass- 
hopper, this near cousin of the com- 
‘mon house fly may speed material- 
ly annihilation of the pests now rav- 
aging ranges and fields in _ the 
State’s worst infestation since 1880. 
| While an experiment in spreading 
/poison bait by airplane is to be at- 
itempted near Fort Morgan Tues- 
day, the effectiveness of sarcotha- 
'gid’s aerial onslaught is proved, En- 
‘tomologist Sam C. McCampbell said 
today. 

| He said the fly, reported in in- 
|creasing numbers in Eastern Colo- 


rado counties, has been credited in 
some years with as high as 90 per 
cent destruction of the season’s 
grasshopper hatch. Darting after 
grasshoppers in flight, sarcothagid 
deposits its eggs on their bodies, 
usually right beneath the wings. 
The maggot that hatches from the 
egg within two or three days de- 
vours its way inside the grasshop- 
per’s body. Careful not to munch 
on any vital organ until it reaches 
maturity in 10 or 15 days, the para- 
site finally cuts into a vital spot, 
killing the insect so suddenly it may 
fall dead in flight, McCampbell said.

COMMUNISTS IN SPAIN 
AVOID COLLECTIVISM 


“Soil Belongs to Those Who 
Work It’ Says Minister 
of Agriculture. 


(Copyright, 1937, by New York Tribune, 
Inc. ) 


VALENCIA, July 17.—“The soil 
belongs to those who work it and 
the State has no more than the 
right to intervene.” . 

In these words, 'Viscente Uribe, 
Minister of Agriculture, defined the 


Government’s land policy. In do- 
ing so he made it clear to the peas- 
ants that neither the Government, 
as a whole, nor particularly the 
Communist party, of which Uribe 
is a member, had any intention of 
forcing collectivization on them. 
On the contrary, the Communist 
party is one of the outstanding op- 
ponents of the collectivizing proj- 
ects of the Anarchists, and the 
Government has broken up many 
collectives which the Anarchists 
had forcibly imposed on the coun- 
tryside. As a result, the peasants 
are strongly with the republican 
government. 


As another result the Commu- 
nists are making nearly as fast 
progress in the countryside as in 
the towns. For they advocate and 
apply a program far removed from 
what is considered “Bolshevik.” It 
is much nearer that of the French 
revolution which created the great 
conservative land owning peasant 
class, the backbone of French econ- 
omy for nearly a century and a 
half. Spain, unlike Russia, is a 
land where the problem is much 
more to restore exhausted resources 
than to exploit virgin ones. 

This is particularly the case with 
the land. The correspondent, ac- 
customed to Western wheat lands, 
stared amazed at the wheat fields 
around Albacete, which by Amer- 
ican standards seemed pitifully 
thin, although it is “the best crop 
Spain has ever seen.” The land 
was very even and the fields very 
clean, but the correspondent did 
not see a field that would run 25 
bushels to the acre. Where the 
road ran through the cuttings, it 
could be seen there was no top 
soil whatever. It had disappeared 
long ago. Crops were grown right 
on the sub soil. Everywhere there

M\DNG periodicals which I receive are

The Deutsche Weckruf, I suppose, 
would, be called the official American 
Fascist journal. It is printed in German, 
which I read rustily, but carries a page 
in English which I read avidly. I am 
interested because I am unable to be dead 
sure that “it can’t happen here.” 

I have read some books on Fascism 
and I have now just finished reading 
the Fascist Bible—Herr Hitler’s “Mein 
Kampf.” My somewhat weakened phys- 
ical condition may account for low men- 
tal resistance. The book is overpowering. 
It contains no uncertainty, no question- 
ing, no humor to relieve its tension. At 
any rate, I find myself quite under the 
spell of this remarkable book. 

I am wondering if I would make a 
good Fascist, and if so how I should go 
about exterminating the Jews. First, I 
suppose, I ought to make sure that I am 
of pure Aryan stock and, like Hitler, 
chosen of God to exterminate “God’s 
chosen.” How could I find out if I am 
Aryan? Haven’t I heard something about 
a blood test call the “Wasserman test”? 
Perhaps Martha Carr or Dr. Clendening 
knows if this test would tell if pure Aryan 
blood runs in my veins. I am blue-eyed 
and almost white-haired. 

Are our Jews as bad as the German 
Jews?, It is the international Jews that 
are the worst and nearly all are that kind 
in Germany. And all are Communists. 
If our Jews are like that, it would be 

. real sport to crack both an international 
Jew and a Communist on one and the 
same head, like dropping two quails at 
one t. There are not many Jews in 
my c@mmunity and I would need, if pos- 
sible, ‘0 overcome my personal liking for 
them  efore I go about killing them. How 
could I do this? But until I find out 
about the purity of my Aryan blood, I 
suppose I have no right to feel with Herr 
Hitler that I am chosen to “act for the Al-

“The Spirit and Structure of Fascism,” 
by Brady. It is well recommended. I am 
sending for it and will .read it while 
awaiting the result of my blood test. The 
Jews -will still be here for me to exter- 
minate if my blood tests out “Aryan,” 
and n g else, and if this new book 
doesn somewhat abate the spell of “Mein 
Kamy .”

HENRY FORD AND THE UNION. 


As much of industrial autocracy and the use of 
brutal strength as it shows, the evidence brought 
to light in the National Labor Relations Board hear- 
ing on charges against the Ford Motor Co. con- 
tains nothing particularly novel or surprising. The 
simple fact is that only by the employment of such 
methods could the Ford establishment have remained 
unorganized while all other automobile plants in the 
Detroit area recognized the United Automobile Work- 
ers of America. 

A strong labor union movement does not leave 
an island of unorganized industry surrounded by 
union plants, except when extraordinary steps are 
taken to halt its advance. Hence, the.testimony that 
ex-wrestlers and pugilists, football giants and ex- 
convicts were used to manhandle union organizers 
was more or less to have been expected. Evidence 
that the inhuman mass attack and beating inflicted 
May 16 on a group of union men distributing litera- 
ture at the gate to the River Rouge plant was planned 
in advance and carried out by men hired for the 
purpose, rather than by “loyal employes,” only bears 
out what was a matter of common knowledge. 

Perhaps the most forceful form of intimidation 
has come from Mr. Ford himself, in the form of a 
declaration that he would never recognize the 
“United Automobile Workers of America or any other 
union.” The inference is that he would close down 
his plants and leave 125,000 employes without jobs 
in Detroit alone rather than enter into a collective 
bargaining agreement with any legitimate employe 
organization, no matter what percentage of its em- 
ployes it signed up. 

It is worth noting, however, that Mr. Ford was 
willing to have his employes join the Ford Broth- 
erhood of Amerita, the company union which was 
nursed along until the Supreme Court upheld the 
Wagner Act. 

Red-baiting has been the principal line of defense 
of Louis Colombo, Mr. Ford’s counsel at the Labor 
Board hearing. Mr. Colombo has gone to great 
lengths to make it appear that the U A W A is a 
Communist-dominated organization. But while Mr. 
Colombo has been telling the country that the union 
is run by Communists, Mr. Ford has been telling 
his employes that the union is dominated by Wall 
Street, which is seeking to use it as a tool to stabil- 
ize wages and prevent him from giving future in- 
creases. So we have the picture of Wall Street in a 
deep-laid plot with a Communist outfit—a Red scare 
which not even Ham Fish would take seriously. 

How long a company can use the tactics pictured 
at the Labor Board hearing to exclude the union 
from its plants will depend upon how vigorously the 
courts and the administration proceed to enforce 
the Wagner Act and how quickly Congress moves to 
correct any weakness it may have in protecting the 
right of collective bargaining. Also a factor is pubd- 
lic opinion, which just now, due to excesses of the 
labor movement in certain fields, is more favorable 
to Mr. Ford than at any time in the past. 


On Mr. Ford's side, it may be noted that his wage 
policy has not been niggardly and that even now he 
is talking of broad increases. The tragedy is that 
he does not realize there are other things of value 
to the worker than the money he draws—things that 
take into consideration the dignity and worth of the 
individual, which can be guaranteed only by a meas- 
ure of democracy in industry. 

Mr. Ford once said he would quit making motor 
cars if prohibition were repealed, but he changed his 
mind. He may yet change his mind about recogniz- 
ing the union, particularly if the union re-establishes 
itself in the public esteem by order and observance 


of its contracts. t

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NO DOG RACING. 

Gambling interests have made another attempt in 
the St. Louis area to revive dog racing, long notorious 
for its vicious accompaniments. The Mississippi Val- 
ley Kennel Club at Cahokia, Ill., was to have been 
the scene of the illegal enterprise. But these in- 
terests have encountered in Sheriff Sieckmann of St. 
Clair County an officer who knows the law and knows 
his duty. After his threat to raid the track and 
stop the races, the attempt has been called off. 

Dog racing is inherently no more undesirable than 
horse racing. But since neither Missouri nor IIli- 
nois gives legal recognition to the dog tracks, the 
results of their operation, when they have operated, 
has been to gouge the public, to provide fat profits 
for the promoters and to establish a stronghold for 
gangsters and thugs. Bettors did not get a fair 
run for their money, because, in the absence of 
regulation, the promoters’ “take” was any percent- 
age their consciences, if any, dictated. 

A dog track in operation, under these circum- 
stances, has been a sure sign of official corruption. 
These illegal enterprises cannot run unless law en- 
forcement authorities are “fixed,” sometimes by out- 
right bribes, sometimes by political or private pres- 
sure. The history of these outlaw enterprises in 
this region has been a sordid one. 

But the word from St. Clair County this time is 
“nothing doing.” A similar scheme to open a track 
in St. Louis County last month got the same answer. 
Such rebuffs, of course, do not end the promoters’ 
efforts. Later attempts to set up these Golcondas will 
inevitably be made, and the public must insist that 
its officials see that the law is obeyed.

WILLIAMS COLLEGE

Tyler Dennett, Pulitzer Prize 
Biographer, Resigns in 
Dispute With Trustees.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., July 
19.—Difficulties with the trustees 
of Williams College has resulted in 
the resignation of President Tyler 
Dennett, Pulitzer prize winner, with 
the prospect his intimate friend, 
Dr. James Phinney Baxter III, of 
Harvard, will be his successor. 

Well informed sources said today 
Dr. Baxter, associate professor of 
history at Harvard, would be named 
by the board of trustees to succeed 
Dennett when his resignation be- 
comes effective Sept. 1. 

Dennett, who succeeded A. Harry 
Garfield, son of the martyred Pres- 
ident, three years ago, announced 
yesterday the trustees accepted his 
resignation July 9. 

Difficulties with the trustees over 
financial policies, and the question 
whether the president was to be 
regarded as an employe of the 
board or as a leader of faculty and 
trustees, occasioned his resignation, 
Dr. Dennett stated. 

“The question which occasioned 
my resignation,” Dr. Dennett said, 
in announcing it, “Is whether a 
liberal arts college has non-educa- 
tional policies which are the par- 
ticular concern of the board of 
trustees, and whether the board 
should take action on such policies 
without reference to the effect on 
the general plan for developing the 
college.” 

During Dr. Dennett’s administra- 
tion he made numerous curricular 
innovations, introduced comprehen- 
sive examinations and the degree 
with honors. He won the Pulitzer 
prize in 1934 with his biography 
of John Hay.

IN MISSOURI STREAMS 


1936 Distribution Included 
Bass, Crappie, Blue Gill, Sun- 
fish, Channel Cat and Trout.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 19.— 


State Game and Fish Department’s 
hatcheries distributed about 2,750,- 
000 fish in the ‘tate’s lake and 
streams during 1936, according to 
its annual report given out here. 

On July 1 the department was 
replacede by the new State Conser- 
vation Commission. 

Of.the total distributed nearly 
600,000 were bass, of which 589,734 
were large-mouth and 19,780 small- 
mouth. 

Also distributed were 523,947 
crappie, 735,250 biuegill, - 637,105 
green sunfish, 10,600 goggle-eye, 
159,689 channel cat, 3300 other va- 
rietia of catfish and 90,000 trout. 

G./B. Herndon, chief of hatcher- 


ies, itressed that the department 
cont 1ued the policy adopted in 
1933: >f a shift away from empha- 
sas on production of trout, to 
which only about 2 per cent of the 
State’s fishing waters are adapted, 
toward the black bass and other 
native fish. 

In 1933, he said, 30 per cent of 

the production was devoted to trout 
and. the State had three trout 
hatcheries and only three modern 
bass ponds. At present the State 
has Awo trout hatcheries and 41 
bass :ponds. 
‘Trout propagation has been 
* self-supporting through a 
poli , of planting only catchable 
size ish in the three major State 
park streams, 

“It. is not contended to be pure- 
ly a conservation measure, as the 
species will not reproduce itself 
materially in Missouri or other 
states west of the rockies,” Hern- 
don said. “Revenue derived from 
license sales attributed directly to 
trout fishing, and from concessions 
at the State parks, supports the 
program. 

Production of all varieties of fish 
was hampered by dry weather in 
— 1936. 

Fish planting in the State now 
is carried on direcily by employes 
of the hatcheries instead of the old 
system which Herndon describes 
as “shipping them by train to be 
unloaded and all too often left on 
the station platform and much 
later hauled to the lake or stream 
and dumped by those entirely ig- 
norant of fish restoration.”

But it is acknowledged that the 
transformation which has taken 
place is attributable not merely to 
Jewish money, but more so to Jew- 
ish skill, intelligence and _ enter- 
prise. 

The advent of the Jews has been 
like a transfusion of healthy blood 
to a community that lacked vitality 
and vigor. 


This success from which Arabs, 
both high and low, have profited 
has not induced gratitude in their 
breasts. On the contrary, it has in- 
| cited jealousy, suspicion, fear and 
downright hatred. Hence the trou- 
ble. 


When for two or three years the 
prospects of a Jewish settlement 
appeared dubious, the Arab was tol- 
erant and quiescent. Now that its 
triumphs are accomplished and are 
an acknowledged fact, the Arab is 
in revolt at the movement whose 
achievements in 15 years are such 
‘a condemnation of his centuries of 
ineptitude. 


Division Is Not Intelligent. 


Even if the partition was _ in- 
evitable, the actual division of ter- 
ritory and towns proposed in the 
report is not intelligent. It dooms 
large tracts of once fertile land in 
the north and south to desolation. 

South of Galilean Lake and north 
of Beersheba there are hundreds 
of thousands of acres which Jews 
once fertilized with their industry 
which are now pure desert and 
swamp. 

Jewish enterprise would in a few 
years restore their pristine verdure 
and glory. But this foolish -docu- 
ment perpetuates these unsightly 
wastes. The Arabs prefer this blot 
to Jewish occupation. 

The Arabs have every reason to 
be thankful for the war to which 
the Zionist pledge was incident, for 
the treaties that registered an al- 
lied victory in the war. 

Before the war there was not 
a single free Arab nation in the 
world. Every Arab country had a 
foreign master. Now at least four 
great Arab nations are independent 
and _ self-governing—Arabia, Iraq, 
Syria, Egypt. 

Allies Gave Arabs Freedom. 


Had the allies been defeated in 

the war these millions of now-lib- 
erated Arabs would have been still 
}under foreign domination. 
How much did the Arabs con- 
tribute to their own emancipation? 
| In Iraq, Syria and Palestine they 
\fought in the armies of their op- 
\pressors. The Arab tribes who re- 
belled against Turkey under Hus- 
sein’s leadership rendered effective 
assistance to the allies, but their 
numbers aggregated but a few 
thousand horsemen. 

They fought with all the dash 
and daring that once upon a time 
made the prowess of Arab cavalry 
the terror of the nations and em- 
'pires from the Euphrates to the 
‘Loire. But the vast majority of 
their race in the great war were 
fighting for their Turkish conquer- 
ors. 
| Arab freedom was won by sol- 
diers and sailors of the British Em- 
‘pire. Allenby had under his com- 
mand in the Palestine campaign 
450,000 men drawn from every part 
of the empire. This figure includ- 
ed men of all ranks-and racts. 

The maximum strength of the 
Mesopotamian force was 446,000 
men. The casualties sustained by 
the empire in two campaigns for 
‘Arab liberation amounted to 146,000 
'men and the expenditures reached 
billions of dollars. 
| England Got Years of Worry. 


What did Britain get out of all 
this costly effort? Apart from the 
overthrow of one of Germany’s al- 
lies, nothing for herself except 
(years of worry. 

What did the Arab get out of it? 

Freedom over vast territory much 
more extensive than that ruled over 
by the imposing empire of Assyrian 
Kings. 
| The idea of partition is repudiat- 
ed by both the Arab and the Jew. 
The notion which underlies this 
crazy scheme is the hasty assump- 
tion that two races, two languages 
and two religions cannot dwell in 
amity in the same country. 

This is contrary to the experience 
of the British Empire. 

In India, both parties, Congress 
and imperialist alike, accept the 
common thesis that Aryan, Semite, 
Hindu, Moslem, Buddhist and Chris- 
tian must, and can, continue to live 
together and share the responsibil- 
ities of government in one great 

community. . 

_ Briton, French, Protestant and 
Catholic live side by side and joint- 
ly govern the vast Dominion of 
Canada. The same experience ap- 
plies to South Africa.

NEW YORK, July 19. 


LAUDE RAINS, “The Invisible 
Man,” “The Man Who Re- 
claimed His Head,” and other 
odd characters, would prefer not 
to be identified with these eccen- 
trics. He would rather think of 
himself, and have his public think 
of him; as a gentle bookworm, but 
in vain. Autograph hunters pounce 
on him as if he were a sensational 
object, and even his best friends 
expect him to be sinister most of 
the time. 

Possibly to justify himself to 
himself, he has bought a farm in 
Pennsylvania — the way-station is 
marked Cheyney—where he and 
Mrs. Rains have just retired to 
raise sheep, prune trees, snip rose 
bushes and survey their broad acres 
-with gentle pride. But, Mr. Rains 
sighed, before the end of summer 
he will be back at the Hollywood 
studios, rising at 6 in the morning 
and toiling until late in the eve- 
ning at the job of being sinister. 
Not that he minds, for while he 
admitted his aspiration was to be 
a country squire, he always hoped 
there would be “a little drop of act- 
ing” thrown in. Talking to him, one 
sees why he is associated with his 
characters, for the same fiery eye 
lights his face as he indulges in his 
expansive and rather droll conver- 
sation, the same black lock of hair 
bobs across his forehead, and his 
voice recalls ghosts one has en- 
countered on stage and _ screen.

Married or Not, Ladies 
By Marguerite Martyn 


the subject of married women, work- 

ing outside their homes. A _ psychol- 
ogist, Dr. S. Howard Bartley of Wash- 
ington University, raises his voice in the 
discussion waged perennially in the Let- 
ters from the People Column and recent- 
ly treated pretty conclusively in two con- 
trasting sets of opinions on this page, 
those of Dr. George F. Donovan, presi- 
dent of Webster College, opposing the 
idea of married women competing with 
men in business, trades and professions, 
and those of Mrs. Mary Potter Love, head 
of a thriving real estate business, mistress 
of a charming home and mother of six 
children, presenting a convincing refuta- 
tion of Dr. Donovan’s statement that a 
woman cannot successfully combine the 
two careers. - 


Dr. Bartley is in favor of women hav- 
ing independent careers, married or not. 
He offers a reason not considered by the 
other two, the right of a woman to de- 
velop all her capabilities, to prove, to ex- 
press and justify herself as an individual, 
irrespective of other obligations. Al- 
though he believes her greater growth in 
whatever field inevitably redounds to 
the advantage of her husband, family, 
home, everybody and everything related 
to her. 

Dr. Bartley, in a letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch, challenged the views expressed by 
Dr. Donovan in a farewell address to his 
women graduates and later in the inter- 
view on this page, wherein he advocated 
that women as a group demand that all 
married women withdraw from gainful 
occupations. Dr. Donovan was concerned 
about the economic aspect of the ques- 
tion and with its effect on the stability 
of the home. One of his contentions was 
that married women competing with men 
deprive the latter of needed opportunities 
and compete unfairly when they have 
other resources to fall back upon—hus- 
bands obligated to support them. In such 
case, he thought, they are inclined to 
work for less and so force salaries to low 
levels. 


“Such a position is reactionary and un- 
reasonable,” wrote Dr. Bartley. “You 
might as well say married men, who often 
work for less than single men in order 
to have jobs at all (the wolf certainly 
hounds them), ought to eliminate them- 
selves from industry in order that single 

*men may make higher wages. That ar- 
gument is absurd, but not more so than 
arbitrary prohibitions applied on the 
ground of sex, for the tinte is inevitably 
near when sex distinctions will have be- 
come negligible and a new set of princi- 
ples will have to evolve to handle the sit- 
uation. Our job is to help THE\M develop 
and not call back the past. No atavistic 
panacea will work.” 

Which seemed to call for another in- 
terview. 

Dr. Bartley, not an M. D. but a Ph. D., 
nevertheless was discovered at the Oscar 
Johnson Institute in the Washington Uni- 
versity medical group of buildings. Under 
a grant from the Rockefeller Foundation, 
he is doing research in neuro-physiology.

her. Whatever makes men and women 
understand each other better ought to b> 
encouraged. 

“This is the Broadest issue involved in 
this question of careers for wives. The 
essence of marriage is companionship. 
All other issues come afterward and are 
extraneous. The depths and breadths of 
that companionship depend on the edu- 
cation of the wedded pair, their intellectu- 
al level and their capacity for the many 
human relations. It is essentially com- 
panionship on an equal level. Keep a 
woman secluded in a home and you erect 
certain barriers, certain distinctions 
about her. 

“A man hasn't the time and the ability 
to re-enact the day when he comes home. 
Consequently, his wife never can under- 
stand the problems and conflicts that be- 
set him outside her domain. At best, it is 
all hearsay to her. She has no experience 
to match his. Anyhow, his role is not 
that of teacher, They should be able 
to swap stories. 


“We should be interested in the pro- 
duction of the fullest, most satisfactory 
personalties,” he continued. “The way 
to develop qualities.in women which will 
secure for all the blessings above the rou- 
tine life is to allow them to take ad- 
vantage of all their opportunities. Cer- 
tainly not to deny them. I hate these 
blanket prohibitions.” 


Dr. Bartley is not concerned with 
whether women generally are capable of 
successfully combining the two careers 
of home making and wage earning. 
“There are inevitable handicaps,” he ad- 
mitted. “It may be exceptional abilities, 
advantages and opportunities enable Mrs. 
Love to demonstrate it can be done. The 
point is, when it does happen, the least 
men can do is to aid it, abet it, cheer it, 
instead of imposing additional handicaps 
of criticism and blame. When I read 
of achievements like Mrs. Love's, I feel 
like applauding them loudly, and, yes, 
publicly. 

“Most people,” reflected Dr. Bartley, 
“whether men or women, are not fully 
developed (some are not fit to live with) 
until they have the opportunity to achieve 
certain things they have in mind. Every 
individual must justify himself in his 
own mind before he is ‘seaworthy.’ Some 
women may feel they justify themselves, 
as Dr. Donovan believes they do, remain- 
ing within the four walls of their homes, 
making the utmost of housewifely skills, 
practicing the domestic arts and econo- 


mies. A wife may feel that in the wise 
dispensation of her husband’s income she 
is earning her living and contributing to 
the upkeep of the family, the building of 
the family fortunes. It can be easily un- 
derstood that a wife’s diligence in daily 
household duties should, and generally 
does, elicit qa kind of loyalty from the 
husband which produces a stability of 
relations that takes quite a bit to break 
down. Duties well done are not forgotten 
by those who benefit, else we are talking 
about the wrong sort to begin with. But 
I believe there is a feeling of limitation, 
of frustration, when a woman’s day be- 
gins with being an alarm clock for her 
husband and ends with mending his 
socks. The blanket prohibition that wom- 
en must stay at home prevents needed 
accomplishments in many instances. 


“The taboo partakes of the attitude of 
the big brother when he warns his lit- 
tle brother to stay home and not follow 
him. The boy is more justified than is 
the man who calls forth an ancient fail- 
ing custom to squelch the person who 
should be his mate, by cloistering her. 
Inadvertently, he removes her from him 
spiritually. 

“The point is,” continued Dr. Bartley, 
“we no longer can idealize the home in 
terms of old-fashioned simplicities. Wom- 
en have been forcibly deprived of many 
of their old domestic occupations, have 
been driven out of their homes by the 
mechanization and industrialization of 
those occupations. They have had to fol- 
low those occupations into a commercial- 
ized world. They are not going back. We 
have advanced beyond the old simplicities. 
Everything is more complicated, more di- 
versified. Women should have every op- 
portunity to make the most of the situa- 
tion as it exists.

]-my renunciation of the old-fash- 
ioned home has been a slow growth. 

I grew up in the most conventional of 
homes, where the cleavage between what 
was man’s sphere and what was wom- 
an’s sphere was sharply drawn. I was 
dominated by that influence. I remem- 
ber when Amelia Earhart first began to 
appear in the news, I was not too tolerant 
of her. She displeased me chiefly, I 
think, because she was not feminine 
enough looking. I resented her boyish 
hair cut and masculine dress. She was 
trying to be smart, apeing the men, I 
thought. When she made her first ocean 


flight, I felt she was merely doing some- 
thing spectacular. Now I realize she 
had valid reasons for her style of dress 
and that first flight was for a purpose. 

“If we may believe her own explana- 
tion in a magazine article, it was to rid 
herself of fear, after which future ac- 
complishments in aviation would be 
easier. Amelia long ago cured me of 
my last vestiges of old-fashionedness 
about women’s work. No, I am not among 
those who are now saying, since the fail- 
ure of her latest exploit, ‘That’s a woman 
for you.’ That scornful exclamation, or 
the other, “‘That’s a man for you,’ is only 
an emotional outcropping of the differ- 
ence in viewpoint traditionally held by 
the two sexes. The more common it is 
for the two to be placed together in all 
situations, the sooner the misunderstand- 
ing will be reduced to a minimum and 
everybody will be judged on the basis of 
individual worth. The advantages used 
by both men and women on account of 
the way older customs arrayed the sexes 
against each other will then have van- 
ished.” 


“Then you think it is men who need ed- 
ucation on this subject more than wom- 
en?” he was asked. 


“Exactly,” he replied. “And you can’t 
begin the education with middle-class 
men. The lower the husband in the scale 
of intellect, the more is he likely to take 
affront when a woman betters him at his 
own game. Unless, of course, he yields 
to dire necessity.” 


“When a man sees a woman getting 
ahead of him, isn’t it somtimes apt to 
result in his discouragement, cause him 
to deteriorate, relax his sense of re- 
sponsibility?” it was suggested. “And 
isn’t that bad for the race?” 

“That,” agreed Dr. Bartley, “is what 
we've got to work on rather than the ad- 
vancement of women. They are taking 
care of their own advancement. When the 
display of women’s accomplishments out- 
side their homes brings out jealousy in 
men, the latter are at fault. The ideal 
situation would be where everybody, men 
and women alike, had the opportunity to 
develop all their capabilities. There is no 
cure for the feeling of insufficiency, pop- 
ularly called the inferiority complex, like 
new, untried forms of expression, new 
outlets, the chance to grow, to prove, to 
justify one’s self in fields beyond those 
already mastered. Women need these 
opportunities no less, and even more, than 
men.”
